world, is due entirely to the fact that 
they have never had a demand on 
their brains for new methods of 
thinking. The sight of new lands, 
new and strange peoples, new birds, 
flowers, stones and the experiencing 
of 
new climatic conditions—ever 


tend not only to increase the gray 
matter but to develop new threads 
in the brain's activities, new methods 
of thought, new adaptations to the 
changed conditions. 
This is easily 


demonstrated in the animal, bird or 
plant worlds, and any one can see 
this for himself by placing an ani- 
mal, bird or plant in a different en- 
vironment, when new habits will ap- 
pear. For example, a dogwood tree 
in Alaska is in reality a small shrub; 
in the United States it is a small 
tree, but in South America it is a 
giant of the forest And so it is with 
man's mental development^ 


The Mind in the Upper Air. 


The psychological changes that are 


produced in the aviator in toe upper 
strata of ether tend to develop a 
hitherto unknown variety of mental 
activity. The face of one who has 
been in the air for any period of 
time appears to be absolutely differ- 
ent from its original appearance. 


There is a far-away spiritual 


aspect to it ^hica no words will de- 
scribe. The experienced aviator is 
not only better looking physically 
than the man of the earth, but he has 
a mental poise, a moral stability, a 
sense of chivalry that truly marks 
him as belonging to another sphere. 
He is as different from the rest of 
mankind as the eagle of the air is 
different from the rabbit on the 
ground. Any one who sees Jliss 
Ruth Law, the aviatrix, knows that 
she has long lived in the air. 
The 


time may come when people will be- 
come aviators because of the mental 
uplift and spiritual power that avia- 
tion gives, and produces the super- 
man. 


The causes operating to produce 


this new type of man are as yet un- 
known to the most modern psycholo- 
gists, because the species is still new. 
But it is reasonable to believe that in 
the near future the causes will not 
only be recognized but understood 
and utilized.

(Moses brought tablets of law from 
the mountain tops, and mountain- 
dwellers are alwa3"S more elevated in 
thought than the valley dwellers.) 


Man looks upward into space for 


his inspiration. Is it not logical that 
he should get a more intense inspira- 
tion and stimulation 
by actually 


ascending? The greatest idea of per- 
fection was symbolized by the power 
of flight in angels. And man's at- 
tainment of this new capacity ought 
to have, as it now appears In reality 
to have, a purifying and uplifting in- 
fluence upon him mentally and spirit- 
ually. 


Man first conquered the ground be- 


neath his feet, then the spaces of 
water. Lastly he is conquering the 
spaces of the air. 
The wonders ot 


wireless are part of this achievement. 
In conquering the air man is natural- 
ly brought closer to the rules and 
laws of the whole universe; and from 
out the chaos of things a perfect and 
lasting peace will come.

How Will Women Dress After the War?

W 


HATEVER changes in frocks 
and fashions the war is going 
to bring auout, and I think 


there will soon be some drastic in- 
novations tending toward the very 
greatest simplicity in feminine at- 
tire, the subject will always be one 
of Interest to women. So you will 
understand that if I have given the 
matter of frocks and frills more con- 
sideration and thought than may at 
first seem right in war time, it is 
from no frivolous motive. 


The Girl in ths Uniform! That is 


the catch-phrase of the moment. 
Thousands and thousands of girls are 
working in dozens of new branches 
of trade and industry, and in conse- 
quence hare found it necessary to 
entirely abolish, for the duration of 
the war, their peace-day attire. In 
England, for example, skirts, graceful 
but unpractical for the purposes of 
the 'buscoruluctross, the lady gar- 
dener, tlw window-cleaner, and many 
others beside, have perforce had to 
be drastically trimmed and short- 
ened, and in many cases entirely dis- 
carded. 


Trousers and breeches have been 


accepted, quite as a matter of course. 


as the correct garb for'the woman 
war-worker, and the fact that there 
has been no outcry against them 
whatever from old fashioned mem- 
bers of the community, whose minds 
were modelled on Victorian lines, 
seems to me very significant. If their - 
adoption by the war-worker lias been 
a matter of such ease, will she wish 
to abandon them, I wonder, when 
she becomes a peace-worker once 
more? 


I do not think that any woman 


would continue to wear trousers one 
day longer than absolute necessity 
would dictate, for no -word can be 
said in their favor from the point of 
view of fashion.

With 
breeches and high boots it is quite a 
different matter. They are undoubt- 
edly smart, useful, and altogether 
the ideal garb for any and every out- 
door occupation. The "tailor-made" 
girl, who before the war revelled in 
the straight, "natty" lines o' a per- 
fpcily-eiit coat and skirt, will be 
oqually enthusiastic over weil-tumed- 
out "coat and breeches," that may 
yet become the substitute for the 
correct walking attire of the old days. 


Then, from the practical point of 


view, what could be more suitable 


than a "coat and breeches" costume 
in good, strong serge, gabardine or 
cloth? Even when the war has come

HE great problem of keeping Army units 
in constant touch with each other, wh'le 
on the inarch and entrenched on the 
battlefront. Is one of the big things 
which the programme rrulitaire has un- 
dertaken in the national scheme ot 


defense. 
Upon the shoulders of the Signal Corps. 


one of the most efficient of the many sub-organiza-

the European conflict has shown to be one of the 
main duties of modern warfare. 


To the layman the Signal Corps has to do with 


end other forms of communication needed in times 
of war for the transmission of official dispatches, 
orders and the like. On parade days he sees the 
men riding with crossed-arms on gun carnage 
wagons or dawdling along a roadway behind a lan- 
cier's pennant, with what looks like a hose cait 
bringing up the rear. "Pretty soft." he says to him- 
self, and lets It go at that. 


But in point of actual fact. It ts anything but 


"pretty soft" when actual sen-ice begins. Then it is 
that the Signal Corps organization comes into its 
own as the vital, sensitive nene center of the whole 
military organization. Then it is that its units begin 
to spread out like a huge protective fan In all direc- 
tions, each gossamer connection throbbing its warn- 
ing of impending trouble straight to the command^ 
ing officer's elbow at the headquarters tent. 


The present equipment of the Signal Corps, deter- 


mined upon after a careful study of European con- 
ditions by official Washington, includes wireless ap- 
paratus, field buzzer sets, telegraph and telephone 
equipment, power house connections, cavalry trans- 
portation, and numerous accessories, not included in 
the general equipment of any other branch of the 
service. 
Through this equipment is handled all 


official matter, movements of troops, handling of 
supplies, co-operation with naval protection, and a. 
thousand and oae other matters that come under 
the jurisdiction of this most efficient branch of the 
Army sen-Ice. 


The wireless apparatus comes first perhaps in point 


of 
consideration. Condensed into 
two 
compact 


trunks which house the instruments and the storage 
batteries or hand dynamos which supply the neces- 
sary power, with masts for the elevation of the 
overhead antennae that radiate the electrical im- 
pulses in pulsating concentric circles to other sta- 
tions or in turn pick up returning impulses or 
"waves" made in collapsible form, the Army -wire- 
less is the acme of clever workmanship and efficient 
result. 


Not only is the field wireless, as it is called, useful 


In handling the routine business of the Army for 
distance varying from one to ninety miles und«r 
good conditions, but it is invaluable in scout duty. 
Much of the wireless can be hung on the e\er- 
valuable Army mule—a trunk on each side, the for- 
shortened mast along his back. Thus equipped a 
sauad of SiE-nal Corps men ran precede a marrhin^ 
Army by many miles, scouting for signs of the 
enemy. 
Such information as they gleam is "radioed" 


back to headquarters. It takes a matter of four 
minutes to unstrap the trunks, erect trie mast and 
gr°t the set into operation. Sometimes the- mast ',3 
discarded and a wire dropped from a convenient';'

man's climbing irons. 


The field wireless sets are used to communieate 


with battleships and cruisers, on emergency, becom- 
ing temporary shore stations of very great efficiency 
within their working range. 
By the use of several 


in point of war importance. 
The buzzer is a. small, 


compact instrument about the size of a working- 
man's lunch box. It contains a small buzzer similar 
to the one used to summon stenographers or for 
other general office use, an inductive telephone, and 
a telegraph key. The buzzer is carried over the 
shoulder in a leather case with Us own batteries, 
like a camera. Its method of USB is one of the 
marvels o£ modern communication systems. 


The Signal Corps carries many miles of wire, 


wound on a reel-cart drum. This wire Is flexible 
and insulated from contact with, the earth by an as- 
bestos covering, which is also waterproof. It can 
be laid along- a road, or across a. field, when pulled 
by a motor truck at from ten to twenty miles per 
hour. A buzzer set connected to each end of the 
wire enables a man at either end to telegraph or 
telephone with perfect ease. This, however, is not 
where the real value comes in. Should the enemy 
discover this wire and cut it, the buzzer works along 
just the same—therein lies the wonder of It. 
Its 


little electrical impulses will jump breaks in the 
wire made by horses' hoofs or other causes totaling 
nearly fifty feet. 
If it is not practical to use buzzer 


wire, a barued wire fence, a telephone line, the rails 
of a railroad track, or a stream, of water, can De 
utilized by tiiis little leather covered phenomenon, 
as a medium of transmission. 


For fast work, the buzzer has no equal. It can be 


\\orked from horseback by placing a small metal 
plate under the saddle and against the horse's body. 
The animal's steel shod hoofs form the necessary 
ground connection. A wire thrown over a telephone 
or telegraph wire, places the buzzer In instant com- 
munication with the whole system touched by the 
wire. 
For secret work, it is also unequaled, as a, 


man may lay hidden in the brush within a few feet 
of hostile headquarters and report over a fence or 
a slender copper line hidden in the grass, every movo 
of the enemy. 


TELEPHONE. 


The final and most Important work of the Signal 


Corps lies in tile facility with which intercommuni- 
cating- telephone connections may be established be- 
tween division points, headquarters and regimental 
detachments and the like. It also keeps open rail- 
road lines of communication along the general troop 
movement routes. Recent improvements and changes 
in the equipment of the Signal Corps equipment has, 
according to Army experts, placed the United States 
far ahead of even Europe. 
Chief among these im- 


provements is the recently condensed aeroplane 
wireless apparatus, which is being used with such 
valuable effect at the present time and has withstood 
the most severe official's tests. With it scout planes 
may report information over a distance of man> 
hundred miles. 
E CAVALRY 


An aeroplane which comes down suddenly, travel- 


ing very rapidly, to a. few hundred feet, and squirts 
bullets from a machine gun—this modern substitute 
for cavalry, is the newest weapon of offensive. 


It -i upon this low-riding aeroplane that the armies 


of the Allies hope to break the German lines, accord- 
ing to H. G. Wells i\ho is a scientist as well as a 
man of letters, and who has spent two months at 
the front making obsen-ations and reporting what 
ho saw. 
In the air, Wells believes, the Allies are 


the superiors to the Central Powers ano. it is through 
the air that a winged victory will fly. 


Imagine a 
heavily 
built aeroplane 
not the 


wasp-thing for observation duty from the heights 
but an armored gun-carrying ship that may sail 
over the heads and in advance of an infantry charge! 
What are the barb-wire entanglements, the craters, 
the ditches, and mines, that it should fear?

vancing rapidly rattling out its bits of steel it is no 
easy target—it is demoralizing. 


Back from the battlefields, after seeing the tanks 


and the big guns, Wells says: 


"Cavalry can be so easily held up by wire and 


a few machine guns. I think the Germans have 
reckoned on that and on automobiles, probably only

So enthusiastic is Wells and others who have 


seen this newer tool for destruction, that they hold 
that the capture of Villa and a quick settlement o' 
difficulties in Mexico could have been affected V. 
Uncle Sam with an air fleet alone. The war-brains 
of England and Franco are looking to the skies. 


But the new aeroplane will not supplant the oM. 


When it is said on the highest authority that with a 
camera and an aeroplane, French gunners have been 
able to find hidden German cannon and put them 
out of commission within six hours time, it will be 
seen that there is still a. place for the men who fly 
high. 


The- French aerial corps has perfected this work 


as has no other. The station, perhaps, is a hidden 
dark room where men in white coats, not unlike den- 
tists, develop photographic plates as fast as they are 
brought down to them from the air. A first glanco 
at each plate reveals little to any but the practiced 
eye. 
Maybe the officer in charge sees a clump of 


trees that wasn't visible at •'he same spot the day 
before, perhaps he sees that the ground is disturbed 
near another clump or behind some brush. That is 
enough. The range is found and tons of metal ara 
hurled "through the air. 
The aeroplane and tha 


camera have found the hidden cannon. 


Many times the photographs will show evident

sets, it is possible for the advance detachment of 
the Signal Corps to keep as far as 200 miles ahead 
of a body of troops and yet keep headquarters fully 
informed of the movements of an inimical force.

Next to the wireless comes the field buzzer set, 


lines now on the chance of the British attempting 
some such folly as a big cavalry advance, but I do 
not think the Germans have reckoned on the use 
of machine guns in aeroplanes, supported by and 
supporting- cavalry or automobiles.

EGGS, MEAT, 3IECjK. 


(Representing group 2, depended upon to supply 


nitrogen,) 


Eggs (scrambled, boiled, poached, etc.), egg- toast, 


meat balls, codfish balls, hash (from left-over or 
corned meat), and milk. 


Milk taken with breakfast cereals or used as a 


beverage is an important source of nitrogenous ma- 
terial, a glass supplying as much as two ounces of 
lean meat or one egg. Cooking cereals with milk 
Instead of water is a convenient way of adding 
nitrogenous material to the meal. 


StTGAR AXD OTHER SAVEETS. 


(Representing group 4, depended upon for sugar.) 


Pagrar, syrup, molasses, hor.cy, th:ck dried fruits, 


jam and heavy preserves. Sugar, honey, molasses or 
syrups are usually added to other foods in cooking 
or when they are eaten. Dried fruits may be cooked 
with cereal and so may take the place of sugar 
added to them. This grroup serves much the same 
purpose in the body as group 3, but is ordinarily 
used in smaller quantities, and 5s important for flavor 
purposes as well as nutritive material. 


BCTTER AXD SIMILAR FOODS. 


(Representing group 5, depended upon to supply 


fats.) 


Cream, buttc-r and other fats uied in cookery, 


bacon, fat pork. 


'UiUi the exception of fut meats, the fat foods are 


usually eaten with other foods, or used in them or 
in cookin«r them. 


JAJXCHKOX OR SUPPER. 


Luncheon or supper may include dishes fiom all 


five tfroui'S. but lu simpler form or smaller quan- 


tity than at dinner, though such an elaborate meal 
is by no means necessary. If a light luncheon is 
desired, group 2 (meats and similar foods) may be 
omitted or used in smaller amounts, or if a still 
lighter meal is desired, dessert (represented by 
group 1 or group 4) may be omitted also. When the 
other meals are abundant, both meat and sweets or 
fruit might be omitted, and bread and butter or 
bread or cereal and milk used alone. 


EGGS, MEAT, FISH, CHEESE. 


(Representing group 2, depended upon to supply 


nitrogen.) 


Eggs; thick dried-bean soup (soy or togo beans 


or cowpeas, if obtainable, are as desirable as navy 
or other beans more commonly used), meat-stock 
soup; toasted cheese and crackers; chipped beef with 
white sauce, i. e., thickened milk sauce; dried beans 
or peas baked or boiled; baked peanut or other nut 
loaf 
(ffiound. or chuijyi.u c.uu nu.vtd -\\uii uicad 


crumbs, an egg, milk and seasoning); meat stew or 
pM (left-over meat or cheap cuts), or codfish balls; 
sliced meat (from roast of previous day); cold 
baked or boiled bean salad; canned or fresh fish 
salad (if fish may be obtained cheaply); stuffed 
eggs; egg, nut, cheese (often used in made dishes 
or with crachers in place of sweet dessert), or meat 
sandwiches, or milk 
Eithor hot or cold dishes are 


used for luncheon, according to convenience. The 
above list includes both. 


BREAD, ROLTjS. 


(Representing group G, depended upon to supplv 


starch.) 


White bread, or "light" bread, rye bread, toast, 


corn bread, rolls, buns, crackers. 


Either hot or cold bread may be used as desired. 


Cooked cereals (see list of breakfast dishes) are- 
suitable for use when a. light luncheon or supper 
is desired. 


BUTTER AXD OTHER FATS. 


(Representing group 5. depended upon to supply 


fat) 


Butter, cream, table oil and other fats and oils 


used on the table and in cookery. 


CAKES A>1> OTHER SWEETS. 


(Representing group 4, depended upon to supply 


sugar and flavor.) 


Sugar, Jams, jellies, thick preserves, sweet dried 


fruits, sample cake, cookies and "loft-overs" fro-n 
dmnor desserts. 


FRUITS AXD A*EGETABLES. 


Oiepresenting group 1, depended upon to supply 


ash constituents and organic acids.) 


Fruit (fresh or stewed); warmed-over potatoes; 


!eft-o\or \ogptablr-P: fresh vegetables used in salads, 
such as lettuce, celery, young onions, radishes, etc. 
Fruits fresh or stewed are commonly eaten at 


luncheon or supper as dessert. Sometimes fruit is 
served at the beginning instead of at the end of 
luncheon or supper. 


Dinner is usually the heartiest meal o'J the day 


and commonly a meal at which all the five groups 
are substantially represented. 
Generally speaking, 


the fewer times each group is represented by a 
principal dish, the simpler the meal. For Instance, a 
dinner with a meat soup and a meat Is not so simple 
as it would be if the soup were omitted. Meals 
seem more abundant if several representatives of 
group 1 (fruits and vegetables) are used instead of 
only one, and it is a common custom to servo ono or 
more vegetables besides potatoes. Using a simple 
dessert which requires little time to prepare, such 
as fresh or stewed fruit or preserves with cake, or 
omitting dessert altogether, is a good way of simpli- 
fnncr dinner.

(Representing group 2, depended upon to supply 


nitrogen.) 


Baked, scalloped or fried fish, meat stew, pot 


roast, or meat loaf with gravy (inexpensive cuts), 
m other meat and fish dishes; baked beans (soy 
beans or cowpeas, If obtainable, are as desirable ns 
navy or other beans more commonly used); cheese 
with macaroni or rice; bean or peanut loaf. 


POTATOES, GREEN" VEGETABLES, FRUITS. 


(Representing group 1, depended upon to supply 


mineral matter and organic acids.) 


Potatoes, sweet potatoes, turnips, carrots, parsnips, 


beets, onions, greens (beet tops, kale, spinach, etc.), 
celery, lettuce, cabbage, collards, tomatoes, green 
coin, snap beans, green peas or other green or 
succulent vegetables grown in the garden or which 
may bo cheaply procured; fresh, stc~cJ or canned 
fruits. 


Members of group 3, such as rice, hornlny or 


macaroni, are often served in place of a vegetable. 
When this is done care must be taken to supply- 
fruits and greens in order that mineral matter an.i 
fruit and vegetable acids may not be lacking. 


BREADS. KISCCITS. 


(Representing group 3, depended upon to supply 


starch.) 


Wheat bread or corn bread, hot or cold, rye breaO, 


biscuits, rolls, crackers.

He speaks of it as "a lotta money" 
or "a tidy sum" and observes that 
"money fights as well as talks." 
With the average person the mention 
cf any amount from a million dollars 
upward commands respect, and so & 
sum involving ten numerals is a mat- 
ter of veneration. 


But-how many people realize what 


the figure 7,000,000,000 signifies? 


The watch in your pocket ticks 


four times a second. If it were al- 
ways kept wound and never stopped, 
it would take 55 years 6 months at 
this rate to tick off 7,000,000,000. No 
human being could count it one at a 
time, unless he lived to the age of 
Methuselah. 


So much for the number itself. The 


real significance of numbers, how- 
ever, lies in what they represent. 
Thus, a man may have a thousand 
dollars without causing any com- 
ment; whereas, if be had seven wives 
he would be widely discussed. 
Its Meaning in Money. 


How much, then, is 57,000,000,000? 


In the first, place, it is more than the 
actual amount of cash in the whole 
United'States, so it is chiefly a mat- 
ter of credit. It is a sum of money 
23 times as great as the estimated 
Rockefeller fortune. 
To earn it a 


man getting £3 a day would have.to 
work 6,363,636 years, including Sun- 
Ucij'b Hliu iiuiitiu^s. ii uiuits weie 
no "unearned increment," an income 
of $1,000,000 a year would take 7000 
years to pile up to the amount of the 
war loan. 


A dollar bill is 7% inches long. If 


the entire 87,000,000,000 could be 
changed into bills of this denomina- 
tion and joined end to end, they would 
make a strip of paper just about 
828,600 'miles long, much more ihan 
long enough to form a belt running 


around the earth at one end and ti. 
and from the moon at the other. I' 
would take an aviator, flying continu 
ously at the rate of 100 miles an 
hour, more than 11 months to travel 
from one end of this strip to the 
other, for the distance would be 3% 
times as great as that between the 
earth and the moon. This "tidy sum" 
In dollar bills would mal;e a green 
paper carpet around the circumfer- 
ence of the globe having a width of 
eight feet In two-dollar bills it would 
cover every square inch of Manhat- 
tan island in New York city. 
Eighteen Panama Canals. 


Several years ago when the Pana- 


ma canal was receiving the lion's 
share of newspaper space, one of the 
amazing items to the contemplative 
mind was the cost of the gigantic 
work. We learned that it amounted 
to the total of 5375,000,000, a sum be- 
yond the comprehension of most peo- 
ple. What does it mean now to say 
that 
?7,000,000,000 is more 
than 


enough to pay for IS Panama canals? 
Dividing two continents is an inex- 
pensive matter compared with financ- 
ing a war. 


Having tried to get a concrete idea 


of the • amount in paper money, let 
us translate $7,000,000,000 into terms 
of silver dollars. It is extremely 
doubtful if there is such an enormous 
supply of silver in the world, but at 
any rate, just suppose there is. 


Change each of these "cartwheels" 


into an automobile wheel, and there 
would be 875 times as many as there 


are on all the cars that 
the largest producer ever 
made. The total amount 
would buy a runabout for 
every fifth person in the 
United States. 
^ The-weight of 7,000,000,- 
000 silver dollars would be in the 
neighborhood of 200,000 tons, or 
twice as 
much as that of the 


world's greatest building, the Wool- 
worth Tower. To carry this mass 
of silver would require a train of 
3940 freight cars, each having' a 
capacity of 50 tons. Not counting the 
necessary locomotives to pull it, this 
train would be 34 miles long. 
Its Bulk in Silver. 


To pursue these silver dollar com- 


parisons just a little further, the 
above-mentioned hoard is enough to 
build a solid column 50 feet square 
and 500 feet high, almost the same 
size as the Washington monument. 
In a single stack there would be 
11,000 miles of coins. . 


Enough. 
Even now you are far 


from realizing how much $7,000,000,- 
000 is. However, there is but little 
doubt that all agree that it surely is 
"a lotta money."

AST -week came a letter from a girl 
who has beer, xiorkius fcr the 
same firm for five year?- In thai 
time, she states, she receivec only 


one Increase In salary, ar.c that a sir.all 
one. 
According to her letter, si;e lias 


Worked faithfully and efficiently during 
that time. It is now two years since she 
fcas had a raise, and as her work has 
increased both in volume and importance 
since that time, she feels that she is en- 
titled to the consideration of a more 
substantial salary. 


She complains that she can barely 


exist on the salary she is now setting. 
with her living expenses Increased near- 
lv aouoie since sue started to work, but 
confesses at the same time that she is 
too timid to ask her employer for a 
raise. 


By her own statement she is a con- 


ecifEiioiLs a:iu cn^^iu c:i:;).-_}C-, 3»-t .-lie 
lacks the courage to ask for a raise. 
Season of inconsistencies! 
Here is a 


girl who claims to be capable o:~ taking 
care ot a business man's aftairs, but ac- 
knowledges that she is incapable of tak- 
ing: care of her own. 


As this letter has been answered with 


a personal reply, the solving of this in- 
dividual problem is not our present con- 
sideration, but it appears that there are 
many girls in the business world who 
are afflicted with the same timidity in 
broaching the subject of a raise with 
their employers. 


When a. working Rirl feels that phe is 


entitled to a raise or that her salary is 
one insufficient to live on. but lacks the 
initiative to ask for a higher wage, she 
deserves to go without it. 


Success is cm elusive sprite who gam- 


bols and sports about us all, but who 
takes delight in eluding us whenever she 
can. and. even if caught, loves to slip 
tnrougn our lingers whenever we relax 
our grip on h-er for a moment. To reach 
her, it is necessary for us to enter pur- 
fuit with a trill and the determination 
to catch and hold her for opr own. 


She does not come for the wishing; but 


requires initiative and effort in over- 
taking. 


As success Is nearly always measured 


by the amount of salary we are able to 
command, it is necessary for us. if we 
really desire to possess the sprite, to 
make every effort toward increasing our 
earnings. Wishing requires no effort, 
nor does it bring us nearer to our goal. 


If we are deserving of an increase in 
salary, -we at least ought to make the 
effort, of asking for it. 


It Is th« policy of some firms and cor- 


porations—and the absolute rule of a 
few—that an employe's salary is to be 
Increased only by request. 
Of course, 


that is not true of the great majority of 
commercial houses, but nearly ail em- 
ployers are to a great extent influenced, 
when increasing their pay roll, by the 
requests thai have been made for raises. 


I have heard a man, who is at.the 


head of an important department in a 
large dry goods store, say that he never 
voluntarily recommended a raise for any 
worker in his department; neither did 
he ever turn down a request for a 
raise when he thought the increase was 
deserved. That was his policy in run- 
ning the department, although it wasn't 
a rule of the house, but as all salary 
increases for the department depvr.ded 
on his recommendations it was neces- 
sary for the employes in. that depart- 
ment to ask for a raise in order to 
obtain it 


If any business girl feels that she is 


worth more money than she is receiving 
let her ask for it. 
If her employer 


thinks that she is worth It she will in 
all probability get It 


The fear of being- turned dovrn ought 


rot to deter her from making the ef- 
fort, as a temporary defeat is only one 
of the hazards in p!a3-mtr the game.

been seen much on the avenue and off 
of late under chic French hats and un- 
der hats neither French nor chic is but 
a harbinger of a complete change of 
hair coloring: for madame and mademoi- 
selle. 


If things were as they were when I 


was young the joke about seeing the 
white horse would be heard oftener than 
the sextet from " Lucia " or the end of 
the perfect day. 


Shall we welcome them to our midst— 


these recruits with the stain of henna 
upon their brows? 


Let us forgive if we cannot for- 
get. And to help us forget let us 
remember our own pet vanity and 
remember that it is more by good 
luck than by good management 
that the silly thing we do in our 


t endeavor to make us more beauti- 


ful in our own eyes carries not so 
loud an insigna as the follower 
of the henna cult. 
" An exhibition of poor taste and ex- 


tremely dangerous " is what the beauty 
doctors have been preaching about hair 
dyes since time Immemorial. But time 
has proved that it takes more on a sign 
than " bad taste " and " danger " to suc- 
cessfully scare a -woman. 


But you've got to know your dye! 


That's the only restraint I put upon 
you. You can take the responsibility 
of the rest yourself. I'm not recom- 
mending its use, mind you, so don't 
come swooping down upon me with a 
switch In your hand that Is about to sue 
for separate maintenance on account of 
the way the hair on the head has turned 
against it. 


Cases are being constantly reported by 


physicians where the use of these suppos- 
edly simple vegetable hair dyes has been 
followed by serious and extensive der- 
matitis of the face, neck, and shoulders. 
Many of the dyes for coloring the hair 
black contain lead, and on that account 
should be avoided; gallic acid is another 
dangerous element found.in many dyes. 
These dye ingredients are not only in- 
jurious "to the hair but to the health of 


coloring for the hair of any. In fact, FO 
far as the health of the hair or the 
skin Is concerned la not dangerous at 
all. 


But the looks! That's something else 


again! And a matter of purely personal 
taste! 


My personal taste is "agin" It! I 


don't believe anything can so successful- 
ly and hurriedly impart a look of sophis- 
tication and hard experience as one coat 
of boiled henna leaves. Like the chemi- 
cal blonde, it suggests the courtesan. 


You can't much beat old Dame Xature 


at her own game. She gives the com- 
plexion to match the hair. . She has an 
especially individual coloring- for the 
natural red head. If Xature. of her own 
accord and in her own due processes, 
changes the color of the hair, she 
changes the tone of the complexion to 
go with it. That is the reason the altera- 
tions wo make on our last year's hair are 
so unpleasantly obvious. We cannot get 
the complexion tone to match. 


But if you insist on hennaing your 


hair, far be it from me to restrain you, 
for the pent up energy would break out 
somewhere else and the damage might 
be even greater. 
You might take a 


notion to tuck your skin up.over the 
temples, in order to get an oriental, keep 
the corners of your eyes up effect. Or 
you might tattoo the initials of your 
favorite movie star on your upper left 
cheek bone! 


So here goes for some advice on hen- 


from loving- them in spite of their foily. 
Henna is perhaps the least dangerous 
Make up your mind before you start 


you n.ro 


ularly until it is time for your gray 
hairs to honorably assert themselves. 
That's the -worst thing about using 
henna. I have seen the ugliest heads 
ever on women who tired of the Titian 
coloring and decided to go back to their 
first and natural love. It takes time, 
sometimes years, to right itself. 


Then, if you can possibly afford it, 


have it done by an expert in the art of 
dyeing. You cannot do It yourself and 
make a good' job of it 


Before the application of the dye, re- 


member, the head must bo thoroughly 
shampooed and • dried. Rinse 
several 


times, in order to get every particle of 
dirt and oil out, for these will prevent 
the " taking " of the dye. 


If the henna paste is nsed, it is applied 


with a clean tooth brush. If the liquid 
which is obtained by steeping henna 
leaves is used, some of the liquid is put 
in the rinsing water. But I cannot tell 
you how much, for that depends on the 
present color of your hair, and only an 
expert in the work of applying the dye 
can tell you how much'should be used. 


Whether your hair Is light or dark 


henna will give it a reddish tinge. Hen- 
na tea is made by steeping one-half 
ounce of the dried leaves in one pint 
of hot water for about a half hour. 
Let it cool and strain off the liquid. 


The henna paste is made by reducing 


enough henna leaves ground to a coarse 
powder with Rot water to make a paste.

WAR BREADS. 


T 


HE bread question has many differ- 
ent angle's. " AVheatless" days 
arc urged in all sorts of govern- 
ment publications, and the cry is 


being taken up far and wide. Not wholly 
because of the exorbitant prices are 
such days urged, but it is prophesied 
that during the coming year there will 
be days -whan wheat cannot be obtained 
for love nor money. 


They tell us that there are thirty kinds 


of war bread. From news clippings col- 
lected Bince 1913 I sJwuld say that then 
might be 300. Of course, we are going 
to c^tredcs Iu ti-i.-j matter, uj wo u.ro al- 
ways so inclined to do, and more now in 
an extreme time. 


The advocates of -whole wheat flour are 


to the front We are told that Germany 
1> l...,...ie' itj ivjjejt up to tO per cent, 
while we mill only to SO per cent, that is, 
we are being told tills among many 
other things. But Mr. Hoover tells -us 
he saw people die in Belgium from try- 
ing to live on this highly milled grain, 
because some people cannot eat bran 
breads. In hospital reports, in such a 
standard work as Taylor's " Digestion 
and Metabolism." from private testi- 
mony, I have found statements enough 
to condemn bran for all people of sensi- 
tive digestions. I never take it myself 
without being vaguely uncomfortable, 
with positive results that I consider dl- 
gestlvely wasteful. 


Real flakes of bran, actually toughened 


in the process of milling so as to ba 
more easily separated from the rest =£ 
the grain, are to be found in too many 
brands of the whole wheat and Graham 
flours on the market In the original 
Graham, the bran part was cut up fine. 
In home ground flour it is in a safer 
form than in some of the commercial 
brands. 


The most important thing after all, in 


this bread question, is not -what the 
bread is made of, but what it makes of 
us. We have come to the days when if 
ever we must speak in plain terms about 
how food behaves, and what it does, 
plus us, all the way along from mouth 
to stomach, to duodenum and all along 
the long territory where it is absorbed 
into the blood, past that blind pouch 
with its terrible little appendage called 
the appendix, to the innumerable re- 
cesses and hiding places o£ the large in- 
testine, etc. Dramatize this journey to 
yourself, you man or woman, and you 
no longer will treat it like a mail chute. 


The plain fact is that breads contain- 


ing coarse and perhaps fine bran are 
railroaded through this digestion coun- 
try at much too high a speed. Digestion 
becomes too convulsive. The body be- 
comes nervous from the hurry and irri- 
tation. 


Food passing along thus rapidly can- 


not give up its nutriment, especially 
as some of it anyway is entangled in 
tiiat perfectly indigestible and glassy 
hber called bran. 
The chemical proc- 


esses which must go on in the alimen- 
tary tract after every meal are not 
completed in this rush. 
The nutritious 


liquid that should be prepared for the 
blood which carries it to hungry muscles 
and glands Is scanted and corrupted. 
\nien these muscles and glands are not 
-nrl flin ".«1- "".-I *-,-,- ^~ »!,„-»• -•,- VIr-1,1.- 
destructive and their early breakdown 
under such a regime can be predicted. 


To sum up: Many people who eat 


breads containing bran are not fed. They 
g-o through the process of eating, and 
jret ?mall or poor returns for their ef- 
forts. 
From eating too few laxative 


foods we have now rushed to the other 
extreme and are eating too many. The 
results will be of a different order but 
hardly less harmful. 
Constipation often 


means complete digestion of everything 
eaten, so as to leave no bulk for peris- 
taltic stimulation. 
Tlio soft cellulose 


of fresh vegetables and fruit juices rem- 
edies that. 
The other extreme means 


that food is hardly digested at all. 
The body is then both abused and 
starved. 


People grasp like drowning men to 


something tangible like a recipe though 
it be absurd past belief. 
A highly tan- 


gible and helpful new pamphlet on 
breads, with recipes and various sorts 
of instruction, is Farmers' Bulletin SOT, 
"Bread 
and 
Bread 
Making in the 


Home." 
It recommends that every 


woman learn to judge her own bread 
skillfully, so as to trace good and bad 
qualities to their causes quickly. 


In some of the bakers' books on 


breads I find that men cooking- in a 
mechanical fashion have gone on ten 
years making an imperfect bread with- 


out discovering the cause of the imper- 
fection. 
This bulletin gives a score 


card for judging and sussests where 
others can be found. 


In days like these a writer on the 


subject like myself needs mainly to 
be u good reporter, yet I have been 
making bread and 'also keeping -watch 
of the record on the bathroom w&i«. 
for it climbs when much bread is eaten 
unless balanced by great activity. How- 
ever, one person cannot do alona -what 
a whole class of young women workr 
ing under a competent teacher csu. --. 
complish working on this one thing, 
comparing, judging, etc. 
For my own 


part 1 believe breads made with a 
sponge, with two raisings after, are 
sweeter and ever}1 way of finer flavor. 
In this weather the sponge comes up 
BO quickly that the amateur realizes, 
too. how yeast plants multiply. 


Bye Breads. 


TVith a sponge of ore cup of white 


flour, one cup of tepid milk, a teaspoon 
of butter, a tablespoon of sugar, and 
a little salt, with one cup of rye flour 
stirred into it after it had risen ajid 
another cup kneaded in with two rais- 
ings, I have no difficulty In making a 
loaf to bake on a sheet or inverted drip- 
ping part, which is approximately like 
the professionally made rye bread. 
I 


did not find it too soft to handle after 
the cup of rye had been stirred in a 
little at a. time. 


In a reprint of part of the bulletin 


SO" Is the following: 
" One quart of milk, two tablespoons 


of sugar, four teaspoons of salt, two 
tablespoons of butter, one cake of com- 
pressed yeast, three, cups of flour, one 
cup being ivheat and the remainder rye. 
Follow the directions for making wheat 
bread according to the short process 
until after the bread has been molded 
a second time. At tills point the dough 
should be placed In a six quart bowl 
lined with a cloth, into which flour has 
been rubbed. 
When the dough 
ha<* 


risen to the top of the bowl, turn out 
on a hot sheet iron (a dripping pan in- 
verted will do), over which one table- 
spoon of flour has been sprinkled, and 
put it immediately into a hot oven. 
After ten minutes lower the temperature 
somewhat and bake for one hour. 


" This recipe is a modification of an 


old German household method of mak- 
ing- rye bread." 


"WTiole "Wheat Breads. 


Whole wheat in a spor.ge acts more 


rapidly than does white flour. 
An ex- 


cellent whole wheat bread may then be 
made by stirring in gradually the two- 
thirds or half more of the whole wheat 
or, at the last, kneading a one loaf por- 
tion in the bowl to make it finer of 
grain. If the flour is stirred in little 
by little it may be 
baked 
without 


kneading. 


C Corn Meal Bread. 


Corn meal is our mcs* obvious sub- 


stitute for wheat as it is also the least 
expensive. The government is printing, 
I forget how many, but an enormous 
number of Farmers' Bulletin OCo, of 
twenty-four pages, with sixty recipes, 
" Corn Meal as a Food and Ways of 
Usinu It." for widest distribution. 


The government recipe as worked out 


in the laboratory at the University of 
Chicacro hag several additions of value 
and give the food units in a loaf. It 
reads: 
" One and one-fourth cup? of liquid 


(water, milk, or other liquid), one and 
one-halt teaspoons oi salt, one table- 
spoon of sugar, one tablespoon of fat. 
one-fourth cake of compressed yeast 
softened in one-fourth cup of liquid, 
three-fourths cup of corn meal, two 
and one-fourth cups of Hour. Pour the 
one and one-fourth' cups of liquid over 
the salt, sugar, fat, and corn meal, which 
have been mixed together, and heat 
the mixture gradually to near the boll- 
ing point. 
Cook for twenty minutes. 


This can be done best in a double boiler. 
Then allow the meal to cool to lukewarm 
and udd the softi nod ycatt and the flour 
in portions. 
Kne id thoroughly. 
Tirs 


dough must be s-tift' or the interior of 
the loaf will be too moist and have a 
coarse texture. 
Allow it to rise until 


double in bulk, then knead and slia.pi: 
Into loaves. Allow it to rise again unt'l 
at least double in bulk. This bread does 
not expand after it is put in the oven. 
So It must rise ns much as desired 
before baking. It should be baked in a 
moderate oven for forty-five minute? to 
one hour. This loaf contains about 1.410 
calories and 40 grams of protein."

This leads directly to the California Civic League and 
again the Woman's Legislative Council, Now it may be that one has 
little folk in school and the Mothers' Clubs appeal. Here again is a 
district, state and national organization to which a local joining fol- 
lows add affiliations with a whole gamut of kindred federations. 
In 


short to join anv club is an interesting experiment with the old axiom 
that "all ways lead to Rome." A woman lets herself in for an unlim- 
ited game of consequences. The network is perfect and results in the 
women who are clubwomen supporting any number of organisations 
in which the membership is largely duplicated throughout them all

out over the nation by Mrs. John 
Dickinson Sherman, chairman of the 
conservation department of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's Clubs and 
a member of tho National Emergency 
Food Garden Commission of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Mrs- Sherman is a 


of national repute to whose 


economy- Thousands of women are 
eager to be thrifty, to use their re- 
sources wisely, but they do not know 
how Sane, practical home economics 
instruction is greatly needed. 


In view of this the conservation de- 


partmejit of the General Federation 
of Women's Clubs, of which I am 
chairman, has organized a nation-wide 
campaign among- our 2,000.000 mem- 
bers The department is co-operating- 
w-lth the National Emergency Food 
Garden Commission of Washington, 
which wri!l send free to any woman 
who asks Its canning primer and other 
food conservation data. The women 
of the country must be made to real- 
ize as never before that it is their 
part in this war to stop the waste 
that goes into the garbage pail—a 


j-waste that has been estimated 
at 


$700,000,000 annually. The figure is 
staggering:. Think what two ounces 
saved a day by 100,000,000 people 
means! 


Tho men folks tell us that the 


money would buy many battleships. 
In fact, they tell us such an amount 
would win the war. Yet it goes into 
the garbage palL 


I «ay to the women of the country 


•—earn your appetite- Do something 
now for your country by conducting 
your table economically. 
You will 


never know until you try it what a 
fascination there is in work—what a 
reward it brings. Pass the summer's 
usual rest and earn your appetite 


Much meat, bread and edible fats 


ore wasted in garbage, and tons of 
valuable foodstuffs for animals are 
lost to the food supply of the nation 
by usual garbage reduction or dis- 
posal methods. There should be care- 
ful analysis of city garbage and en- 
forcement of garbage collection ordi- 
| nances, requiring that no glass, tin, 
! 
f 


wood, burnt matches, paper, string 
or Inorganic trash be mixed with the 
vegetable material, meat scraps or 
bones, which can be- used for feed. 


These laws are rigidly enforced by 


Germany in all cities of 40,000 people. 
Garbage so collected from a popula- 
tion of 17,000.000 people in Germany, 
although the German garbage pail 
alwavs has been far leaner than the 
American one, and is especially light 
«.t this period, furnishes 
briquettes 


rich in protein, which, when fed to 
dairv cattle, produced 1.300,000 to 
-.ouu.uOO quarts of milk dailv. 


To bring home these facts and 


many others to the housewlv es of the 
land the conservation department has 
started Its nation-wide campaign by 
working through the 
conservation 


chairmen of the various States. These 
In turn are getting the data of the 
National 
Emergency Food Garden 


Commission and are sending it to the 
local organizations. It is slmplv- a 
question of service and proper direc- 
tion. If the w omen of the country 
take up the problem one of our great- 
est war trouble^ is solved, for who 
knows but the garbage pail may stand 
between us and libertj. 


The soaring prices of even the 


meanest sort of footwear is enough 
to disturb the mind of any woman 
who loves to be well shod as a very 
great factor in being well dressed. 
But Uncle Sam, who is busying him- 
self in every phase of human life, has 
something to say even about the 
shoes we wear.

preserve it properly. In the army and 
out. we all wear shoes. If we manage 
them rightly, they will last longer, we 
w ill not need so many new 'ones, and 
there will be more left for others. 


TO SAVE SHOES. 


Sho»s should bf> oiled or greased 


whenever the leather begins to get 
hard or dry. They should be brushed 
thoroughly, and then all the dirt and 
mud that remains washed off with 
warm water, the excess water being 
taken off with a dry cloth. While the 
shoes are still wet and warm, apply 
the oil or grease with a swab of wool 
or flannel It is best to have the oil 
or grease about as warm as the hand 
can bear, and it should be rubbed 
well into the leather, preferably with 
the palm If necessary the oil can be 
applied to dry leather, but it pene- 
trates better when the latter is w^et. 
Alter treatment the shoes should be 
left to dry in a place that is warm, 
not hot. 


Castor oil is satisfactory for shoes 


that are to be polished; for plainer 
footgear neat's-foot, fish oil, or oleine 
may be substituted. If it Is desired 
to make the shoes and boots more 
waterproof, beef tallow may be added 
to any of these substances at the rate 
of half a pound of tallow to a. pint of 
oil. The edge of the sole and the welt 
should be greased thoroughly. Too 
much grease cannot be applied to 
tnese parts>, 


A simple method of making the 


soles more durable, pliable and water 
resistant is to s\vab Uiem Occ<iSionall> 
with linseed oil, setting them aside to 
dry overnig-ht- 


Many of the common shoe polishes 


are harmful to Jeatner- All those 
which contain sulphuric, hydrochloric 
or oxalic acids, turpentine, benzine or 
other volatile solvents, have a ten- 
dency to harden the leather and make 
it more liable to crack. 


It is poor economv, too, to wear a 


shoe with the heel badly worn on one 
side. This throws the shoe out of 
shape and may soon result in its ruin 
Ir 15 also likely to cause temporary 
injury to the foot,

Those 
who like acid foods and who have too 
few canning containers to hold their 
surplus products may find this method 
useful 
The following description o£ 


fermenting vegetables is prepared by 
one of the bacteriologists in the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry who has been ex- 
penmen ting with this process 


The vegetables are not cooked, but 


are put down in a salt brine In any 
non-metal wrater-tight container and 
are sealed UP with paraffin and are 
otherwise made air-tight Under this 
treatment lactic acid w ill develop anij 
this acid, the value of which as food 
has been recognized, acts as a pre- 
servative. 
"Whether Americans will 


develop a taste for such fermented 
foods highly prized in Europe, is open 
to question, but the investigator be- 
lieves that many will find the process 
well worth trying.

If allowed to grow 
undisturbed it will eventually destrov 
all the acid and the fermented ma- 
terial will spoil. To prevent this scum 
from forming it is necessary to ex- 
clude tne air from, the surface of the 
brine. This should be done by either 
of two methods, twenty-four hours 
after the vegetables have been packed 


Perhaps the best method is to covel 


the surfaqe—over the board and 
around the weight—with very hot, 
melted paraffin. If the paraffin is 
sufficiently hot to make the brine boil 
when poured upon it, the paraffin will 
form a smooth, even layer before 
hardening Upon solidifimg it effects 
an air-tight seal. Oils, such as cotton- 
seed oil or the tasteless liquid petro- 
leum, may also be used for this pur- 
pose. As a measure of safety with 
crocks, it is advisable to cover the top 
with a cloth soaked in melted paraffin. 
Put the cover in place before the 
paraffin hardens. 


The second method, which may be 


used with barrels or kegs, is to pack 
the container as full as possible and 
then replace the head. In using this 
method for fermentation of beets, 
cucumbers or string beans, add the 
board and weights as described above 
and allow to stand for twenty-foui 
hours before heading 
During this 


period most of the gas first formed 
escapes and the container then mav be 
headed up tight, first removing the 
board a-nd weights. 
Then bore an 


inch hole In the head and fill th< 
barrel with brine, allowing no an 
space. Allow bubbles to escape. Adc 
more brine if possible, and plug the 
vent tight If the barrel does noi 
leak fermented products put up ir 
this manner will keep indefinitely.

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TAXATION AND SCRUTINY BUILD 
GLOOMY FUTURE FOR 
CHARITY 
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AX FRANCISCO. June 2:1,.— 
That the business of maiutain- 
inii and promoting charities in 
this city is facing a dubious 
future is fully realized. Direc- 
tors and agent< of tbe diffe-'- 
em organizations which exist 
for some public benefit or 
another find tbat tbe response 
lo appeals lor help is unan- 


imously less substantial than usually and in a large 
portion of the <-a-es of appeals no contribution at all 


IN forthcoming, 
There are two principal rea-ons for 


this. First, the Chamber of Commerce a lew months 
ago organized a charities' investigation committee and 
has requested all supporters of charities to first get 
the chamber's O K as to the worthiness of a project 
before giving it money. The second reason is that the 
prospective heavv increase in federal taxation is hit- 
ting all benevolence* a serious blow. The income tax, 
for example, will take 3-5 per cent of incomes over 
* 100.01 n >, and all incomes from §2000 up are taxed an 
extra amount greater than '.I'.) out of 100 taxpayers 
have been iu tbe habit of donating to charities. Besides 
this, the taxes on business and profits, etc., are to take 
au additional portion of incomes. In a few cases fixed 
annual private endowments of institutions will have 
to be stopped altogether. Directors of charities must 
realize that they have got to live on a greatly reduced 
revenue. 
They must decrease the volume of work 


usually undertaken or practice strict economies. Most 
of the charities will do everything possible to prevent 
a falling off in their effectiveness, so economy will ba 
the rule. This must involve necessarily the discharge 
of many paid secretaries and agents of charities and 
the discontinuance of the practice of giving a portion 
of receipts to those professional promoters of public 
benefits who work on a percentage basis. Realizing 
this, the benefactors and directors of many charities 
have determined to do more actual work than formerly 
attempted. They are going to contribute service, as 
well as money. They must so conduct their institu- 
tions as to enable them to operate within their income. 
There is also a crying demand for better management 
of benefit performances than has been known in the 
past. The benefit baseball game at Recreation Park 
two weeks ago is a case in point. The owners of the 
San Francisco and Oakland clubs played a delayed 
contest on this date and gave the entire proceeds to 
the Red Cross. Yet the amount derived was about 
§2500. It was expected tbat tbe game would realize 
nearly §10,000.

An Echo of Henry Meiggs 


Hundreds of the older residents of San Francisco 


still remember Henry Meiggs. He created iieiggs 
wharf and for several years was one of the substantial 
residents of the city, but about forty-five years ago 
be fled the country. The grand jury had returned 
indictments charging him with defaulting with public 
funds. He went to Peru and talked the government 
into approval of a project to build a railroad across 
and along the Andean continental divide. Before a 
shortage in bis accounts was discovered Meiggs bad 
sent an engineer to survey the route, wbo reported 
that fue road could be constructed for about §7,000,- 
000. 
Meiggs got the Peruvian government to pay bim 


§11.000,000, and besides the enormous profit from this 
deal he added handsomely to his fortune by trading, 
mining and shipping. This bit of early San Francisco 
history has been recalled lately by the receipt of a 
report from Special Consular Agent Frederick Halsey" 
on tbe present condition of Peruvian railways. This 
system of railways is now almost wholly Controlled 
by the Peruvian Corporation, an association of Brit- 
ish capitalists formed in 1800 to protect the external 
debt of Peru. This corporation is capitalized at §104,- 
500.000, and its invested capital is §8,000,000 more. 
All the mileage, a little less than 2000 miles, is leased 
to the foreign creditors, without rental, until 195{j. 
The net operating income is sufficient to pay 4 per- 
cent on §24.000.000 of first mortgage debentures and 
occasional dividends on §36,000.000 cumulative prefer- 
ence shares, but nothing on §44.000.000 ordinary 
shares. The latter are quoted at 5 per cent their face 
value. This then is the culmination, as described by 
the government of the United States, of Henry 
Meiggs7 grandiose and daring conception of a Peruv- 
ian railway system, which was to open up the undis- 
covered, and still mostly undiscovered, fabulous min- 
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a dreamer; he was a builder. He started the construc- 
tion, and another American—Henry Thordyke—fin- 
ished them, of the two principal units of the present 
mortgaged railway system.' Meiggs" first main line 
was to extend from Callao and Lima via Oroyo to 
Huancayo. -The Callao-Oroyo section in the short 
distance of 106 miles reaches the altitude of ly.GGsi 
feet, where it cuts through the continental divide at 
Galera tunnel. A ten-mile" branch line from Ticlio to 
the mines at Morococha attains an altitude of 15,865 
feet, the highest point reached by any railroad in the 
world. This section of Henr^ Meiggs' first Peruvian 
railroad is the highest and most remarkable rail line 
in the world. It is a marvel of engineering work and 
was accomplished after British engineers declared 
the project impossible, and it was the nucleus of tho 
whole railway system of Peru, and the heart of Peru's 
foreign credit, to say nothing of its industrial and 
commercial life. It is a fairly creditable monument to 
a man who could not return to his home town with- 
out incurring the danger of a prison sentence.

The Liberty Loan Subscription 


They are still counting the subscriptions to the lib- 


erty loan and the committee in charge of the local 


work are now looking at the srCi.OOO.OOO mark. In 
other words, this city subscribed approximately §!•!.- 
000.000 more than was asked of it. The secret of the 
great success is to be found for the most part in pub- 
licity. This was so timed and so penetrating that ap- 
parently every resident in the city was interested in 
liberty bonds. When tbe subscription books were closed 
at noon on Friday, the 10th. hundreds of prospective 
investors were still waiting in each of the score of 
banks which aided in putting out the loan and the 
(]nnv« were '-!o*"d against thousands clamoring on tuv; 
outside. 
They seemed to stop taking subscriptions 


just at the flood point of subscription hysteria. 
It 


they had kept on for twenty-four hours longer the allot- 
ment of §42,000,000 would have been doubled. -Pub- 
licity"' in this case includes also public spirited co- 
operation. 
Business concerns and industrial estab- 


lishments, government offices and hotels, made a spe- 
cial point of putting the liberty loan question directly 
up to each employee. Direct methods were used every- 
where. 
The harbor commission may be taken as a 


typical case. President Arthur Arlett of the board of 
commissioners called a mass meeting of all- the em- 
ployees and appealed to the lo.vaJly aijd patriotism of 
the men in behalf of the liberty loan. Heads of de- 
partments then circulated subscription lists, with the 
result that §42.700 was subscribed. Of this sum §8000 
were casb payments and tbe balance instalment pay- 
ments- Of the bonds purchased on the instalment plan, 
384 were §50 bonds. IIS were for §100. three for SHOO 
and one for §1000. The federal revenue officers and the 
postoffice pursued a similar course with gratifying 
results. 
Easing Up on the Jitneys 


There has been little activity lately against the 


jitney buses which clog and jam the principal 
thoroughfares morning and night. 
The drivers, who 


although not waxing wealthy are making a good living, 
for the most part, seem confident that they will be let 
alone by reason of the sponsorship of Supervisor Andy 
Gallagher. The entrance of Gallagher into the jitney 
field as the operator of gasoline service stations lias 
made him a champion of the jitneys and he has ob- 
tained the loyal co-operation of tbe drivers by his 
selling of gasoline at reduced prices. Down iu Los 
Angeles early this month the jitneys A\ere voted off 
the street. There, for the most part, the small au- 
tomobiles bad been equipped with bus bodies and 
riding in a jitney was less comfortable than the street 
car. 
In consequence, many persons preferred 
the 


trolley method of transportation. In San Francisco, 
however, the machines have always maintained the 
character of pleasure cars and in consequence their 
jjojjuiuiJL^ j.or iriiubpori.auon purposes has not waned. 
Eiding in one of these vehicles the other day a pas- 
senger remarked to the driver that the jitneys seemed 
to be increasing instead of decreasing. "And why 
wouldn't they?'-' replied the man at tbe wheel. ''Since 
Andy Gallagher became our friend and sold us gas- 
oline cheap OUT- troubles have about stopped. 
Even 


the police don't bother us any more. We are getting 
all the breaks and have nothing to be/afraid of. The 
only danger in sight now is the increased cost of tire^ 
which is becoming threatening and which may force 
some of the men out of the game.'' 
A Pair of Shoes on Trial 


There is a mystery in the trial of Mrs. Reua Mooney 


which has been attracting the attention of court at- 
taches and the ••regulars" who have been frequenting 
all of the bomb plot hearings. It concerns the owner- 
ship of a pair of shoes. They are not of the ordinary 
variety, but are high-topped boots of the kind which 
in these days of the high cost of leather are variously 
priced at §10 or over in the smart shops. The mystery 
as to who owns the shoes should be easy of solution 
but so far there has not been a man who would muster 
up the necessar\ nerve to find out. Throughout the 
trial of Thomas Mooney his wife w.ore the shoes. They 
are of a blue-black tinge aud have large white pearl 
buttons and are somewhat unique in design. When 
Mrs. Mooney herself went to trial.the shoes appeared 
upon the pedal extremities of the matron who dailv 
escorts aer Jrom the county jail. During the first 
week the matrou aud Mrs. Mooney alternated in wear- 
ing tlie shoes daily and there is much speculation now 
as to who actually purchased them. Another interesi- 
ing feature of the Mooney trial lies in the struggle 
that two of the jurors are having. One of them, who 
was in the habit of going on a nightly spree, is taking 
a drink cure and is tickled to death that he cannot 
obtain any alcoholic beverages.

War Hits the Clubs 


Clubdom in San Francisco is feeling the effects of 


the war. So many members have deserted the usual 
rendezvous of the clubrooms tbat the revenues arc 
affected aud the director* of pr.T'tiVol'y all the clubs 
have been forced lo consider how they may keep down 
the deficits. They must either cut down expenses or 
levy assessments. The military and naval services 
have drawn a large number of members from the 
clubs, notablv the T'niversitv, the Bohemian, the 


Olympic and the Press clubs. This means that their 
dues are less—on the absentee basis—and their patron- 
age of the club buffet and dining room is withdrawn. 
In the second place, the club members who have not 
been called to the colors fiud much more of current 
interest in the lobbies of the hotels.

pairing to their club quarters in the afternoon aud 
evenings, the majority visit the hotels to mingle with 
their friends of the army and navy who are con- 
tinually passing through the city ov are temporarily 
Watcil iu the hotel* uiid to iuc.et visilols fiom other 
parts of the country.

Jack London's Biography 


-Jack London and Hawaii," is the name of a volume 


that Mrs. Charmion London is now writing in the 
quiet of the London ranch in Sonoma County's Yalby 
of the .Moon. Later, when she has had ample time -o 
consider and plan such a work, there will be" a biog- 
raphy of her famous comrade and husband from her 
pen (we still talk about pens as though they were used 
by litterateurs!). Such a book would have a distinctly 
more intimate interest than the usual lives of the 
saints and others, because throughout the latter part 
of Jack London's life his second wife went with him 
to many stronge ports on stranger adventures. She 
was his inseparable companion. Though slight and 
delicate physically, she rode w i t h him aud tramped, 
voyaged and swam, talked over his stories with him 
aud acted as his amanuensis. In her willingness to 
follow his star she was like the late Mrs. Robert Louis 
Stevenson, who for years buried herself in Samoa 
because that was the only climate in which R. L. S. 
could survive. Since Jack's death Mrs. London has 
been energetically planning other narratives to follow 
the account of the Snark's voyage through the South 
Seas. It may be remembered that before her marriage 
she had published many articles and stories of her 
own and comes by her literary tendencies naturally— 
not by marriage. As for the Glen Ellen ranch, it is 
interesting to know that she considers it the "greatest 
book" its late owner ever wrote. 
This estate had

welcome had they conducted themselves with common 
politeness. 
Had London been alive these sightseers 


doubtless would have done their touring in a different 
spirit.

More than most writers Jack 
London has been the subject of fable, deliberate and 
unintentional. Because he persistently wore soft shirts 
and wrote of abyssmal people, because he was attached 
to the waterfrout and clung to Socialism, because he 
was to the end picturesque, many lurid tales to bis 
discredit have been circulated. Acquire a vivid reputa- 
tion and it never loses luster. 
Many times London 


was impersonated by the unscrupulous, and once a 
sailor friend of his permitted the populace to confuse 
their two identities. As this populace continually saw 
the spurious Jack London with someone they knew 
was not Mrs. London, scandal spread. A few stories 
of these pretenders will add savor to the biography 
when it appears.

For several years now Joe has been tread- 
ing the straight and narrow and his smiling face may 
be seen daily in the neighborhood of the police court 
through the medium of which he is doing n substantial 
business. The "Kid" is reported as a rich man and 
owns a siring of well appointed apartment houses on 
the brow of !Nob Hill. Sullivan's partner in the saloon 
is P>illie Ryan, who formerly ran Ihe "Bucket of Blood." 
which thrived in the dsns following the earthquake 
and fire. 
The saloon, which is on Merchant street, 


opposite one of the side entrances 1o the ball, Avns first 
operated by Eddie Hanlon. ex-prizefighter, and his 
bail bond business appeared to thrive in connection 
with the money taken iu over the bar. About a year 
ago Hanlon sold out and receinlv opened up on Geary 
street in the retail section. 
Ills successor was Dave 


Sullivan, ex-policeman, who resigned from the depar;- 
iiH'iit in order to start a roadhoiise at Sausalito. Sul- 
livan's previous connection with the department pre- 
\enied him from doing the bail bond business which 
is commonly solicited by policemen, and he in turn 
sold out to Sullivan and Rvan. The officers, wbo a^e 
in the habit of tipping off saloonmen when they make 
arrests, seemed afraid to do much business vilh Dave, 
believing that their superiors might be watching his 
success and might come down upon them with a heavy 
hand.

Tom conducts a saloon a half block from the Hall of 
Justice, to separate his bail bond 'mm his bar busi- 
ness.

Man Who Has Had Opportunity for Study Attempts the Task of Picturing German Emperor

tion of verse which scandalized the 
readers of tho early 'OOs anil brought 
upon tho heiid of Its author charges 
of literary and moral abandon. 


Of the life and work of Swinburne 


Edmund Gosse has given us a splen- 
did . account in his new volume of 
biography tho first, of Swinburne, to 
bo published.

abbreviated

incomplete work. 


Since that contribution much new 
material 
In the way of important

in the preparation of this complete 
narrative of Swinbunw's life. 


Mr. Gossc's Intercut and acquaint- 


ance with Swinburne was a personal 
one, extending over many years, and 
so it is especially fortunate that to 
him has been entrusted the work of 
preparing the official 
biography of 


S winbu rue. 


With a less interesting subject Mr, 


Gosse has given proof of his ability 
to most enlightening and entertain- 
ing contributions. 


With such a subject as Swinburne 


—unconventional, vivid, lyrical, 
un- 


restrained—he has made a notable 
addition to English biography. 


As in his own 
time, interest in 


Swinburne centers largely In the pub- 
lication oC "Poems and Ballads," that 
volume which "intruded like a bomb- 
shell" into the "crinoline days' oC the 
mid-Victorian era.

Etching Is the essence of art, It Is 


tho abbreviation of artistic impres- 
sions; and it requires a mighty good 
knowledge of tho whole thing prop- 
erly to abbreviate It. Just a few years 
ago It was impossible to find many 
people in California who could identi- 
fy an etching. 
In fact, many artists, 


thought it was a kind of pen drawing. 
A few minutes previous to the lecture 
given on etching- a young woman said 
to mo that she was so glad to attend 
the lecture as she had made etchings 
in her high school day:i, and Inwardly 
I admired tho progressive h'lgh school 
art teacher, whoever she was. 
My 


admiration, however, was shattered 
when my Informer confessed later that 
what she thought WHS etching was 
simply copying etchings !n ink and 
washing in the tones with other shades 
and they were told as a class that 
thoy were producing etchings!

Now that the public has become In- 


terested and cognizant o£ tho beauties 
of etchings—"the autographic art"— 
through tho fine sotting given the art 
during tho Exposition months, It real- 
ly behooves the California etcher to 
keep tho fires burning. 


It is easy enough for the artistic 


public to fall into old v< .w.~ and ways 
of thinking about nrt unless thero ara 
constantly 
refreshing 
themes 
and 


methods of art 
technique, composi- 


tions, etc., being presented. The etch- 
Ings can best and easiest furnish this 
requirement. 
Through 
tho spontan- 


Icty and means of quick expression af- 
forded by tho plate, noodle, and acid, 
tho utcher can record lilts of Impres- 
sions much more rapidly than his 
brother of the palette and brush.

Again the collector of art, tho man 


who wishes to havo a private collec- 
tion of art by California artists, pos- 
sibly can not always buy tho expen- 
sive canvases, but ho can always buy 
original prints. 
The purchaser of lim- 


ited moans can secure n personal, in- 
dividual signed print I rom the best 
artists of California, and such a col- 
lection is a stimulus to greater pur- 
chases, until such a nucleus formed 
from tho "lyric of urt," tho "sonnet of 
art," will bo a guiding compass to tho 
proper appreciation of the other arts.

local Interest, as well as subjects done 
abroad, but produced by Californians 
through Western "mimlstght." 


So much for what the etcher means 


to California. 
Now for what Cali- 


fornia means to the etcher—which is a 
great deal If properly taken advantage 
of. 


California to a large extent Is geo- 


graphically Isolated from 
tho usual 


art centers. 
The California etcher 


who has studied abroad or In eastern 
cities has almost come to believe that 
only .street scenes, cathedrals, bridges 
and more bridges are etchlble sub- 
jects.

sibly finds very littlo similar mater- 
ial. 
Excepting our old missions, our 


buildings do not havo tlio artistic 
oldno.ss that Is HO Insult-in? to the etch- 
er, and In looking around for such 
material, If there IH any, it la ovor- 
fchaclowetl by nature's edifices.

After all California iii persistently 


coiuxlng tho etcher to now paths, new-

experiment for results, and many de- 
lightful effects, 
Individual in treat- 


ment, l»ave been produced.

terest In other print mediums has led 
etchers to cut subjects in wood, to 
draw them on stone, to make mono- 
types. 
Thus all print methods are at 


Iho present time being successfully 
used as mediums of expression by 
California artists. 


A prophet Is seldom received In his 


r ;vn country nnd the native always 
thinks that somewhere elso

"beautiful beyond." 
Eastern artists 


coming to California drop off at tho 
first .stopping place and seldom go any 
further for subjects. 
A prominent 


eastern etcher a short while ago stated 
that ho had come to California to 
ramblo around the state and etch, but 
said thnt he found all he wanted for 
his six weeks' stay "right on Tele- 
graph Hill." 
So'California, with its 


six hundred miles length of changing 
scenery, from the land o£ tho palm 
to the snow-clad mountains, furnishes 
a vast kaleidoscope to the California 
etcher. 
He finds that all ho needs is 


but to choose; for California land- 
scape violates Whistler's rule that 
"Nature seldom composes." 


I havo heard It remarked that peo- 


ple expect something different from 
California. 
California etchers can 


furnish it In etchings. 
Thoy have 


tho environment, tho climatic condi- 
tions conducive to artistic pursuits. 
"Why, man," as a New Yorker stated, 
"a California!! goes out and picks nrm- 
fuls 
of 
poppies just because they 


grow in California."

"We have here a young man and 


two young women, who sing, perhaps, 
tolerably well. 
People In tho boat 


enjoy their songs. 
Tho songs are of 


different 
kinds; some arc patriotic 


and speak of the greatness and glory 
of England, 
Some arc farewell songs 


of forlorn lovers; while a great num- 
ber of them express the feelings and 
moods of lovers In general. But, as I 
listen, what I mark invariably in all 
of them is a strong emphasis both In 
tho tunes as woll as in tho voices ol 
tho singers. 
Tho effort and empha- 


sis, I notice, are not an Integral part 
of Uio songs themselves, but are urged 
and impelled, to a largo extent, from 
without. 
It betrays nn evident do- 


sire to make tho emotions quite pal- ' 
pable and-obvious to the listeners by 
this urging and straining of botli voice 
and tune. 


"Of course, it Is natural that when 


wo express any emotion our voice 
rises and falls with the rise and fall 
of the feelings expressed. But musio 
is not an imitation of nature, neither 
Is It allied in any way to hislrlonism. 
If wo confound the ono with the other 
wo should repress the pure form o£ 
music. 
Whenever I listen to musio 


in the saloon I am forced, therefore, 
to como to this conclusion, that theso 
people who sing want to point with 
their fingers, as It were, to the In- 
visible emotions by forcing them out 
with a deal of emphasis and exaggera- 
tion.

Mrs. Lord ran into the 


yard of her neighbor and fell faint- 
ing on the lawn.

General Sarrail, the entente commander, 
is now free of the menace of a stab in the back and 
is able to readjust his lines in Macedonia andThes- 
saly so as to bring measurably greater strength. 
Whether the allied forces move forward or not, this 
is an important development, for it marks the end 
of a situation in which the treachery of the former 
Czar of Russia and the influence of the German 
Kaiser made it necessary to employ an inordinately 
large force for simple protection. It was the Czar's 
protecting friendship, evinced at the terrible cost 
of Rumania, which as much as anything else kept 
Constantine in power and it was but natural that 
the overthrow of Nicholas should be speedily fol- 
lowed by the abdication of the royal Prussian pup- 
pet at Athens.

RONIN TOMBS 


Memory o/ the Famous Japanese 


Clansmen to Be Honored 


The municipal antborttto of Tokyo 


ar« restoring th« b«aatlful tempi* of 
Sengaknji, 'at TaJsanawa, where are 
entombed "the Forty-seven Ronina of 
Ako." The tragedy of these chivalrous 
Honias belongs to th« most romantic 
period of Japanese history, commemo- 
rating the self-sacrifice of the serv- 
ants of Asano, Ix>rd oi Ako. An en- 
tire natrr* literature exists on. this 
subject. A Tislt to th« temple grounds 
recalls to Oriental travelers tha Tombs 
of the Mamelukes, near Qalro. Th» 
legend does not appeal to the West- 
ern mind, but the story IB rervered by 
all lovers ol Japanese history. Briefly, 
it is this: 


Lord Asa&o, while at Tedo, as 


Tokyo was then colled, attending upon 
the Shoeun (April, 17<>1), Trna com- 
manded to entertain an envoy from 
the Mikado. A stranger to the for- 
malities, he appealed to a nobleman 
he thought his friend, one Klra. The 
latter Insulted him and Asano slashed 
him In the face with his sword. As 
this occurred In the palace of the 
Bhognn, It was a mortal offense to the 
dignity of the place, only to be wiped 
out by the death of the offender. 
Asano was directed to perform hara- 
kiri at once, his estates were forfeited, 
his family declared extinct, and all 
the members of his clan disbanded.

Government Plugs Wheat Leaks

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 23. 


—Pew women have any idea of 
the commercial machinery which 
makes it possible for them in

in the morning. 
We know that

when our attention is challenged 
that common sense tells us tnat 
this is no matter of course but 
the result of large preparation on 
somebody's part. What the ma- 
chinery and eilorts are have just 
been made clear Dy the govern- 
ment's Council oJt National De- 
fense,

The fact that this war is to be 


fought on wheat as much if not 
more than on guns and men is 
becoming clour to us u.11. 
The 


government is turning its ma- 
chinery to study the practical 
points of saving wheat without 
too largely disturbing business. 
The Council of National JUetense 
has a subordinate body called the 
Commercial Economy Board. 
It 


is the business of tnis board to 
see where we can make useful 
economies in the distribution of 
commodities.

things to which this Commercia.1 
Economy 
Bo^rd

tention was wheat products and 
quite naturally, it seems now, the 
first thins they discovered was 
the continuous supply of frusii 
bread 
on tne rfcuuier's shelves. 


They saw that he was carrying 
every day more than he sold, 
which meant that the bakers who 
supplied him were making more 
than they sold.

others in all parts of the country 
in order to iind out what their 
practice was. 
It was discovered 


that largely for competitive rea- 
sons these bakers kept the shelves 
of the bread retailer stocked fully 
•.,.«< v, *„„ i. , . 
they did not expect the retailer 
to sell all the bread. Their point 
was that the retailer should al- 
ways have enough of their bread 
on hand so that there would be 
no complaint on his part that he 
was not supplied. Any part of 
the bread that remained unsold 
the baker took back when the 
next day's supply was delivered. 
The retailer 
knowing- that 
he 


•would have more bread than ha 
could sell never required his cus- 
tomers to order ahead. His cus- 
tomers were trained, so far as 
bread was concerned, to toil nor 
neither to spin, nothing to do but 
order at any hour of the day. 


It requires little thinking- to 


see that this arrangement must 
mean waste at some point. As a 
matter of fact the Commercial 
Economy Board 
finds that 
it 


means a considerable waste, one 
which at the present time cannot 
be allowed to continue. As nearly

gust 4. 


The course In "Emergencies and Home 


Care of the Sick," to be given by Dr. 
Kate Gompertz. assistant physician for 
^rczr.cu in Ui0 Cui\ eriuy 01 California, 
at 9 o'clock every morning, will be the 
equivalent of the Red Cross course in 
"Elementary Hygiene and Home Care of 
the Sick. 
There will be practical dem- 
onstrations as to what women fon Hn i^ 
common emergencies In tho home, and 
lectures and exercises In the care or 
illness in the household. 


Women as well as men will be given 
an opportunity to have a Red Cross 
course in "First Aid." This course will 
be given by Dr. C. L. HcVey, physician 
lor men in the universltj-. There will be 
practical exercises in bandaging, the ap- 
plication of splints, artificial respiration, 
and the transportation of the injured. 
and useful information as to what to do 
In case of accidents in schools, plav- 
, pounds, industrial establishments, or the 
home. 


DIETETICS. 
^ ,?£ur,s,? envied "Dietetics for Public 
Health Visitors," to be given by Dr 
Agnes Fay Morgan, assistant professor 
of Household Science, will cover the sub- 
ject matter of the Red Cross course in 
"Elementary Dietet^." Mrs. Morgan 
will present the essential facts concern- 
ing the hygienic, economic and chemical 
standards of food, the methods of esti- 
mating the kind and quantity of food re- 
quired under varying conditions, the ade- 
quate feeding of families at low cost, and 
the problems of infant feeding. 
The university has found, to Its great 
gratification, that in spite of the war 
ihere uiii actually ue more students on 
the campus for summer courses this year 
than last.

'While many men who would have at-' 
tended the summer session are In the 
officers reserve corps training cainp at 
the Presidio, or have gone to France with,

, sen-ice, the applications for admission to 
the summer session, from June 25 to

'last year's applications at the correspond- 
ing date, which foretells an attendance 
of more than 3900 summer session stu- 
, dents. 
And this is without counting the 


>b33 students who have spent the past five 
y.eeks at Berkeley in attendance on the 
"inter-session," taking courses in domes- 
tic science, first aid, household economics 
and other subjects of special wartime 
interest. 
Xor does this figure of 3900 
include the 152 who are taking the eight 
i weeks pummer military courses, nor the 
hundred students in the summer school 
of surveying in Santa Cruz county, nor 
the students in the summer forestry 
camp, nor the scores of agricultural stu- 
dents who are taking field trips through 
the state, in organized groups, as a re- 
quired part of their agricultural course. 
Among the summer session depart- 
ments which are evidently to be particu- 
larly thronged are physical education— 
the teachers who have charge of the 
physical welfare of high school students 
want to be prepared to do their utmost 
in bringing the younger generation to 
military age with the most serviceable 
possible physique; In domestic science— 
summer students in this field will be 
specially prepared to aid In the nation's 
great task of food conservation and do- 
mestic thrift; hygiene and public health, 
and methods of teaching various sub- 
jects. There will be a large enrollment, 
also. In science, history, English litera- 
ture, modern languages, and economics 


offered 
by visiting 'professors from 
a 
score of different universities, as well as 
by many leading members o the Univer- 
sity of California faculty.

Marginal Highway bill has been intro- 
duced in the United States Senate by 
Chairman George E. Chamberlain of the 
committee on 
military 
affairs.

measure is the result of various con- 
ferences participated in by representa- 
tives of national organizations -which, 
have been much concerned in highway 
improvement matters. 
Briefly, the Military Highway bill au- 


thorizes the Secretary of War to direct 
the chief of engineers of the "War De- 
partment to prepare n. "comprehensive 
plan of improved highways throughout 
the United States designed primarily 
frith a view to facilitating the move- 
ment of 
military 
troops, 
equipment, 


munitions and supplies, in time of peace 
and in time of -war, but, so far as reason- 
ably compatible with said primary pur- 
poses, with a further view to accommo- 
dating the postal service, 
facilitating 


agricultural and manufacturing pursuits, 
nr.ti promoting the genernl welfare of the 
people of the United States." 
Further- 


more, it is set forth that "To these ends 
thfc Secretary of War shall comer with 
the authorities having in charge the con- 
struction of reads in the several states, 
and in such conferences shall disclose so 
far us reasonably practicable the out- 
Iir.es of his plans for roads designed for 
military purposes, to the end that un- 
necessary duplication of roods may be 
avoided, and that roads constructed for 
other than military purposes may be in 
strategic locations wherever reasonably 
•possible." 


It is provided that the plan may be 


underraken in such installments or divi- 
sions as may seem to the Secretary of 
War expedient and desirable. 
The plan 


provides for "a continuous main national 
highway to be constructed and main- 
tained at the national expense along or 
near ihe Atlantic seaboard; thence along 
or near the southernmost boundaries of 
the United States, and thence along or 
near tho Pacific Coast to a point at or 
near the Canadian line, with a further 
viev.- to such marginal highway -being 
extended ultimately along the Canadian 
boundary of the United States."

Lawson will drive to Los Angeles after 


a short stay in San Francisco, and during 
tlit, fall will drive home o\ er the National 
Old Trails highway. 


"Much work remains to be done on 


these transcontinental highwajs before 
they can be called boulevards," baid 
Lawson. 
"We came through m good 


time and in comparative comfort, but I 
realized that in some cars there would not 
be much joy in'a long ride of this kind. 
We never had a minute's delay, not eien 
a puncture, 'to mar the pleasure of the 
trip. The only stop necessary was a, stop 
made while we put on our chains. We 
averaged 230 miles a day from the day we 
started and did not find it necessary to 
push the car to do this. The longest 
day's run was 340 miles and the short- 
est 160. 


"We found rough roads in Wjoming 


and parts of Nevada. I realize the enor- 
mous expense to pave the.highway, but 
a little grading^ in certain places would 
ioHe the problem to some extent. 


"The most beautiful part of the trip 


was through the Sierras of California.. 
Lake Tahoe Is wonderful, far more beau- 
tiful than most of us in the East realized. 


"I want to say a word about the car.
